REPORT NO 1— BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Board of Education beg leave to report that the past year has 
been one of great prosperity for Kentucky Wesleyan College. It w T as our 
first year, with none but full college students in attendance, and was 
entered with some apprehension that our dormitories might not be filled, 
but at the opening of school a larger number of students applied than 
we had dared to hope for. 

We had enrolled during the year 135 full college students and, in 
order to care for them, we were compelled to fit up extra rooms for boys 
in the building formerly used tor the academy and to rent an extra house 
for the overflow of girls. 

To meet the further increase this year we liave purchased for the 
girls, just across the street from our campus, the house built by Dr. J. 
W. Fitch, so long and so well know r n in our Conference, and are building 
a new dormitory for boys just at the end of the old Clark Hall. This 
new dormitory is to be three stories above the basement, of fire-proof 
construction throughout, with a dining room in a w'ell lighted basement 
that will seat two hundred persons and with thirty rooms in w'hich we 
can care for from sixty to seventy-five students. 

The religious life of the students is being carefully looked after. 
We have twelve young men in the College who are preparing for the 
ministry besides a number who are volunteers for mission w^ork. Early 
in the year a revival was held by President Campbell in which many 
students were converted and the spiritual tone of the entire student body 
raised. The members of the faculty took an active part in the revival 
and the effects of it were visible throughout the year. 

It is the policy of your Board to strengthen our courses in Religious 
Education as rapidly as possible. For the coming year we have em- 
ployed Dr. E. R. Naylor to have charge of this department of our w r ork 
and for the first time are able to raise the standard to that of a full pro- 
fessorship. The faculty is composed of a body of active, Christian teach- 
ers and we are keeping faith with our people to w T hom w r e have given a 
promise to make the College a religious institution. 

Owing to the high cost of living, experienced by every one the last 
five or six years, we have been compelled to pay larger salaries to our 
professors and in addition have added some absolutely necessary courses 
to our curriculum which has caused the expenses to exceed our income. 
In this w r e suffer the lot common to nearly all other schools. We are not 
now prepared to make an exact statement of the amount of debt in- 
curred but it is in no w r ay alarmiRg and w r e feel that w r e can arrange to 
meet it all without serious retrenchments or embarrassments of any 
kind. 

The President of the College reports most encouraging prospects for 
a full attendance this year. Indeed he w ill. in all probability, suffer em- 
barrassment from lack of room to care for all who apply. 

Your Board is making every effort to meet the demands of our 
people for Christian education. The task is not an easy one but with 
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the co-operation of our people and under the blessing of God we can 
make a great success of it.

Report of the Sunday School Board.— The following report of the 
Sunday School Board was read and adopted: 



REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD KENTUCKY CONFERENCE. 

Your Board elected to consider and promote the Sunday Schools of 
the Conference submit the following report: 

The gain in Sunday School attendance and the work done in the past 
year throughout the Church has been very gratifying. There was an 
increase in Sunday School attendance during 1921 of 399,822, and over 
100,000 were received into the Church from the Sunday School. $473,769 
was raised for missions. 15,279 were enrolled in teachers' training 
classes. 

Much progress has been made in our own Conference but we have 
not kept pace with the movement in other parts of the Church. Mr. 
Dennis V. Snapp, our efficient Executive Secretary, has been active in 
the work of promoting the Sunday School w r ork in the Conference. He 
has visited many schools, has held a large number of institutes, promoted 
a Standard Training School jointly conducted by the Sunday School 
Board and Board of Missions, and in every way possible promoted our 
standards. 

One of the most valuable things done by the General Sunday School 
Board, and adopted by the General Conference was the adoption of pro- 
grams of work, which are as practical as they are ideal. What can be 
more necessary than a goal toward which we are to strive? It reveals 
to us our failures and shortcomings and at the same time provides for 
intelligent improvement. Therefore we urge that every pastor study 
with painstaking, conscientious care these programs of w'ork and then 
see + hat they receive consideration, both in the Workers’ Council and 
also be adopted as a goal in the school. 

In addition to this goal for the individual school, it is a plain and 
self evident fact that if our Kentucky Conference makes progress in this 
vital w'ork, it must be by the use of some plan agreed upon and then ac- 
tively operated. Therefore we recommend the following: 

I. Organization. 

(1) A Sunday School organization in every congregation; (2) 
Sunday School membership equal to church membership; (3) 100 new' 
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Wesley Classes organized and enrolled; (4) 20 circuits organized and 
operating according to “The Four-Times-A-Year Circuit Institute Plan;” 
(5) A minimum each year of five progressive, five advanced, and five 
standard schools of' type “C,” and a minimum of five progressive, five 
advanced and five Standards Schools of Type B. 

II. Church Membership. 

(1) The number of Sunday School members uniting with the Church 
equal to the number of new members joining the Sunday Schools; (2) 
Every baby in a Methodist home a member of the Cradle Roll ahd every 
Cradle Roll baby baptized; (3) Attendance upon the preaching services 
emphasized in every school; (4) Decision Day observed regularly in 
every school. 



III. Training Plans. 

(1) A minimum of 500 units issued for work done in the standard 
training course, 100 of these being issued to pastors; (2) A Conference 
wide training school each year, and a District Standard Training School 
in each Presiding Elder’s District; (3) A Minimum of three “One-Week- 
One Teacher Schools” in each District; (4) Graded lessons in at least 
the Beginner and Primary Groups in ten additional schools each year. 






1Y. Financial. 

(1) An average of five cents per member for missions with a monthly 
program on missions; (2) Every school observing Sunday School Day 
and taking an offering. 

We desire to call the attention of the Conference to the fact that 
there is no special day in the program of the Church year more im- 
portant than Sunday School Day (formerly called Children’s Day). It is 
a great opportunity when properly used to bring the interests and im- 
portance of the Sunday School before the entire congregation, and the 
funds realized are vitally needed in any improvement made. We urge 
that every pastor observe Sunday School Day in conformity with the 
law passed by our General Conference with either a program and an 
offering, or at least an offering.

— A protest against the Literary Digest's 
Prohibition Poll was read by L. L. Pickett. The Conference instructed 
the Secretary to forward the protest to the Editor of the Literary 
Digest, and to furnish some copies of the protest to various papers. 

Race Track Gambling. — The following resolutions on Race Track 
Gambling were read and adopted: 
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RACE TRACK GAMBLING. 

The following action was taken with reference to Race Track 
Gambling: 

Whereas, Gambling is a vice so hurtful and ruinous both to the in- 
dividual and to the community that it has been banned by law by all 
truly Christian peoples, and the setting up and operating a gambling de- 
vice is classed as a felony in our State; and 

Whereas, That device known as Pari-mutuels has been declared by 
our own Court of Appeals to be a gambling device and therefore the 
setting up and operating of such machines is classed with other felonies 
under our law; and 

Whereas, Under the influence of the race horse interests and the 
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gamblers of the State, our Legislature has been induced to except from 
an otherwise excellent anti-gambling Act the operation of Pari-mutuels 
on the race tracks of Kentucky, thereby legalizing a form of gambling 
and exempting from penalty those persons guilty of what would be a 
felony but for this exemption; therefore 

Resolved, By the Kentucky Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, that we denounce unsparingly the evil influences which 
have tampered with our Legislatures and have fastened upon our State 
one of the worst forms of gambling to debauch our people, impoverish 
innocent women and children, breed disgrace and crime, and multiply 
the criminals in our penal institutions. 

Resolved, That we, as a part of the Christian citizenship of the great 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, resent the making of the State a promoter 
of vice and a protector of criminals. 

Resolved, That we demand of those who will represent us in the next 
session of the Legislature of Kentucky that they wipe this disgrace from 
our statute books and put Kentucky in line with the forty-five other 
States which have outlawed this form of the gambling evil. 

Resolved, further. That it is the sense of this body that our votes 
should be withheld from any person of any political party who will not 
pledge himself to work and vote for the repeal of this iniquitous law 
which legalizes race track gambling in our State; and that, as Christian 
citizens, we should use all legitimate means to secure the defeat of any 
person who favors the perpetuation of this gigantic evil.

But under the wise and able 
management of Dr. W. E. Arnold, as Editor, and Rev. S. A. Arnold, as 
Business Manager, the paper has gone steadily forward, until today, with 
a clean list of 6,700 subscribers The paper presents a small balance to 
its credit, with all obligations met in full to date. In the make up of 
the paper, its contents and general appearance, it justifies a real pride 
in it as the Organ of our Conferences. 

Unstinted praise is due the editorial and business management of 
the paper, and we desire to express our sincere appreciation of the 
untiring and able work of these faithful servants of the Church, who 
have given splendid service, largely as a labor of love and devotion to 
this very important interest of the Church. As both of these are leaving 
he paper to enter other work, we bid them God speed, and most heartily 
commend them to whatever fields of service they may enter. 

The Commission of Publication has unanimously elected Rev. T. L.

The subscription price of the paper is $1.50 per year; $1.00 to 
preachers and Conference claimants, and $1.00 per year where it goes 
into the Budget, or is put into every home. 

We take great pleasure in introducing to you, and heartily commend- 
ing our brother, Rev. T. L. Hulse, as the Editor of The Central Methodist.

BY-LAWS. 

The Central Methodist. Organ of the Kentucky and Louisville Con- 
ferences, of the M. E. Church, South. 

The Publication Commission for the Central Methodist, a weekly pa- 
per. published, owned and controlled by and for the above named Con- 
ferences, shall be subject to the following rules and regulations: 

I. Each Conference to elect at its next session a Publication Com- 
mission, composed of two ministers and one Layman, to serve for the 
present quadrennium. or until their successors are elected by the Con- 
ference. 

II. The editorial and business management of the paper, together 
with its policy, and all its work to be under the supervision and direction 
of the Commission on Publication. 

III. The Commission on Publication shall meet every three months, 
at such time and place as the Editor and Chairman of the Commission 
may determine. 

IV. The Commission on Publication shall elect after both of our 
Conferences have been held a President, Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer. These to serve for one year, or until their successors are 
elected, each of these to render all the service pertaining to the office 
held. 

V. The Editor. President and Secretary to be an Executive Com- 
mittee, with power to act for the Commission, if necessary, and to make 
a full report of all that they may do to the next regular meeting of the 
Commission. 

VI. The Commission on Publication shall, before our Conference 
sessions each year, elect an Editor and a Business Manager, who, by 
their election and acceptance of these places shall become ex-officio 
members of the Commission on Publication. 

VII. A full report of the work, the policy, the needs of the paper, 
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and its financial condition, shall be made to each Conference session, 
and such action as may seem wise for the Conference to take will be 
recommended. 

VIII. The Board of Christian Literature in each Conference, shall 
at the first session of the Conference, subsequent to the regular meeting 
of the General Conference, nominate the members of the Commission on 
Publication to be elected by the Conference for the quadrennium. 

IX. The Commission on Publication is subject to direction, instruc- 
tion, or recommendation given by either, or both Conferences, and is at 
all times to act as the creature of the Conferences. 

X. Any vacancies occurring in the Commission on Publication, shall 
be filled by the Commission, to serve until the next regular session of 
the Conference in which the vacancy occurs. 

XI. The Commission on Publication shall fix all salaries, and ar- 
range for all the details incident to publication and circulation of our 
paper and make annual provision for the presentation of all the interests 
of the paper to each Conference session, and as far as practicable, to 
each District Conference, and important gathering of our people. 

XII. When adopted by the Commission on Publication, these shall 
operate subject to confirmation, change, or amendment by the above 
Annual Conferences.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE AND PROHIBITION. 

Your Committee on Temperance and Prohibition submits the follow- 
ing report: 

As citizens of Kentucky and of the United States who are interested 
for a genuine citizenship and the establishment of clean, honest govern- 
ment, local, state and national, we rejoice in the definite progress that 
has been made in Kentucky during the year just passed. We desire 
especially to congratulate the last Legislative body of our beloved State 
as well as the voters for their noble stand for law and order. 

Our recent Legislature enacted a law that is not to be surpassed in 
any State, and what we now need is faithfulness on the part of the men 
in office, in their effort to enforce our laws. 

Let us not think for one moment that the battle is over and the vic- 
tory gained. We would suggest to this body the importance of an 
organized public sentiment, county and city, and local, through which 
we may press the battle to the finish. 

We heartily commend the faithful work of Dr. N. A. Palmer, who 
has so faithfully represented the people of the State as Superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League, and we recommend his re-election for the 
ensuing year. We also desire to express our hearty appreciation of the 
faithful service of Rev H H. Mashburn, our assistant Superintendent, 
and of Mr. C. A. Ellis as field worker of the Anti-Saloon League. And we 
declare ourselves to be aggressively with the Anti-Saloon League, and 
also the W. C. T. U., and all other organizations whose aim is to put down 
the last vestige of the liquor traffic.

Education Report No. 2. — Report No. 2 of the Board of Education was 
read and adopted: 



REPORT NO. 2 BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Board of Education beg leave to report that they have tried 
faithfully to carry out your will in promoting the Christian Education 
Movement in the Kentucky Conference. Our pledges do not equal our 
quota but by an additional effort made last spring we secured pledges 
to the amount of over $25,000.00 which makes our total pledges amount 
to $352,000.00, on which collections amount to $88,400.00, which is more 
than one-fifth of the total amount pledged. 

It is our conviction that we must not only collect the pledges already 
made but must keep up the educational spirit until we have secured ad- 
ditional contributions sufficient to fully equip a college that will meet 
every need of Kentucky Methodism ir. the line of Christian Education. 

To accomplish this purpose your Board have set the following objec- 
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tives for the immediate future: First. “To secure at least half a mil- 
lion dollars, in addition to pledges already made, so that we may com- 
plete our building program and make necessary additions to our en- 
dowment." Second, “To secure a student body of at least five hundred.” 
Third, “To keep ever before us the high spiritual ideals to which we 
are committed.” We fully realize that these are no small objectives but 
are even more conscious that they are not yet adequate. We are con- 
vinced that we ought to undertake them now and all work for their, full 
realization. This will require the undivided interest and support of every 
lover of Christian Education in our Church. 

After two years of faithful and efficient service as Conference Secre- 
tary of Education Rev. O. B. Crockett has decided to go back into the 
pastorate and we have chosen Rev. W. E. Arnold to take that office and 
ask your approval of our choice. In laying this work on him we pledge 
him our most hearty support in reaching our objectives. His work shall 
be to collect pledges already made, to secure new ones where that can 
be done, to secure gifts for the College on the annuity plan, to impress 
our pople of means with the importance of remembering the cause of 
Christian Education in their wills, to secure pledges of life service from 
our young people and to encourage and help them in securing the best 
possible preparation for their life work and to keep burning the fires of 
our Christian Education spirit. 

We wish to remind ourselves that the second payment of our pledges 
falls due November 1, 1922. As a Conference we stand committed to 
making every possible effort to collect these pledges when due. We 
therefore set apart the first week in November as “Pay-up Week," be- 
lieving as we do that to meet this obligation is a sacred privilege and 
our first duty to our beloved Church in relation to Christian Education. 

We give our most hearty approval to the following resolution passed 
oy our General Board of Education acting under authority given by the 
General Conference- 

“Resolved, That this Board of Education places upon record its 
deliberate and positive conviction that moral and religious instruction 
should be given in every department of the public school system of our 
country — primary, grammar, and high school grades, colleges and uni- 
versities; such instruction to be given without cost to the state, if neces- 
sary, in the lower grades, and to be offered as optional courses in -olleges 
and universities; such optional courses, when completed, to be given equal 
credit with other courses of equal intellectual and cultural value." 

We are glad to have had with us Dr. Stonewall Anderson, Secretary 
of Education in our Church, and beg to assure him of our hearty co- 
operation in the plans of the General Board of Education. 

We request the Conference to make an assessment of $12,000.00 for 
Conference Education and of $800.00 for Aid to Young Ministers. 

We report the following educational statistics: Institutions, 1; 

Teachers, 16; Students, 135; Value of Propertv. $330,000.00; Endowment, 
$123,000.00.

The growth in chapters and membership has been encouraging, and 
proceeds at an accelerated rate.

Sabbath Observance Report. — The following report of the Commit- 
tee on Sabbath Observance was adopted: 

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance feels and wishes to impress 
upon you the importance of this question. The Sabbath is one of the two 
institutions that has survived the fall of man, having come out of the 
garden of Eden when God created all things. 

During the six creative days man was not present, he was the 
culmination of creation. When he looked forth upon the world in the 
dawn of his existence he found that God who had made him was observ- 
ing the Sabbath, which simply means rest. To Adam it was the first day 
while to God it was the seventh day, following the six days of creation. 

From what we have said we see that the Sabbath was not of Mosaic 
origin. It began with the race. It belongs to the race. 

When Moses incorporated the Sabbath commandment in the 
Decalogue, he introduced it w r ith the word ‘Remember.’' No other com- 
mandment was thus introduced. He did not say “Remember” thou shalt 
not kill, nor “Remember” thou shalt not covet. The word “Remember” 
in this commandment lias a real significance. It bids us remember an 
Edemic institution, thus pointing backward it also points forward saying 
the Sabbath is coming, prepare for its observance. 

We are not under the Jewish statuary law which commanded that a 
man be stoned for gathering up sticks on the Sabbath, but the day is 
yet sacred. It is a “Holy” Day. This time should be separated from 
the world and kept as a “Holy” Day for our spiritual development and 
soul culture. Let the Sabbath not be a day of business, of pleasure, or 
of “gadding” about. 

We, as Christian people, should not, as far as possible, ride the Sun- 
day trains, we should not buy, subscribe for or read a Sunday newspaper, 
we should not use our automobiles as a means of Sabbath desecration, 
for we believe the modern automobile to be, perhaps, the greatest source 
of Sabbath desecration of today. It is also our duty as Christian men 
and women to put the ban on Sunday base ball and the Sunday movies, 
these we most heartily believe not only against the moral law but also 
contrary to the law of our land. 

The commandment “Remember the Sabbath Day to keep it holy” 
says that we are also held responsible for the unnecessary work we put 
on our hired help and beasts of burden. The Sabbath was made for man 
and not man for the Sabbath, it should be a day of rest and spiritual 
development of our whole being; therefore, it is our duty to defend and 
maintain the American Sunday as a day of rest and spiritual opportun- 
ity; to promote, in every legitimate way, the observance of this day as 
the Christians’ Sabbath: and to unite the Christian citizenship of our 
community in a concerted effort to secure these ends and to abolish all 
unnecessary labor. 

In conclusion we would recommend that all our pastors preach at 
least one special sermon annually on Sabbath Observance.

The Board will have its fire protection department ready for opera- 
tion within a few months. Pastors should keep on hands a supply of the 
pamphlet literature for free distribution as opportunity may be found.

ISABEL HARRIS BENNETT. 

Isabel Harris Bennett was born December 3. 1852, and was one of 
eight children of the late Samuel Bennett and his wife, Elizabeth Chen- 
i ault, of whom only one survives, Mr. Waller Bennett, of Richmond, Ky. 

She grew into lovely young womanhood at “Homelands,” the home of 
her parents at White Hall, near Richmond, Madison County, Ky., sur- 
rounded by every comfort that affluence could give. She was the joy 
of the grand old mansion of ante-bellum days, where an elegant and 
bountiful hospitality was dispensed through many years. Hers was a 
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family that valued education, the sons taking their degrees from Yale, 
Centre College, old Transylvania, and other universities; and the daugh- 
ters receiving their training at the best private schools of the day. 

Miss Bennett received her early education from Dr. Robert L. Breck, 
an eminent Presbyterian divine, and one of the notable scholars of her 
day, where she became proficient in belles lettres and the classics. She 
later attended a private school *at College Hill, Ohio, which ranked at 
that time as the best school for the training of young women in the 
West. She was later sent to Nazareth, a Catholic school near Bards- 
town, Ky. Endowed by nature with splendid ability and many noble 
traits of character, she carried in her presence dignity and graciousness 
and that personal magnetism which drew the most cultured and favored 
to her wherever she went. All the graces of Southern womanhood were 
hers. She was also possessed of those qualities that made her ever the 
center of a devoted family circle. Her closest friends were those of a life- 
time. 

Any reference to this unusual life would be scarcely complete 
without mentioning those from whom she descended, whose qualities of 
leadership were, many of them, embodied in her character and career. 
She numbered among her ancestors those who were among the earliest 
at the founding of Jamestown; members of the House of Burgess of the 
Colony of Virginia, those who led their troops in the Colonial wars; and 
those who aided in the defense of Fort Boonesborough and in the found- 
ing of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. In the century and a half, which 
have elapsed since pioneer days, many of her connections have served 
in legislative bodies; in two instances as Governors of states and mem- 
bers of the United States Senate. An uncle on the distaff side helped 
to frame the Constitution of Kentucky in 1849. The Hon. John Bennett, 
a brother, was for many years an able lawyer at the Kentucky Bar, and 
a member of the State Senate of Kentucky. In every war in which our 
country has been involved her kith and kin have borne their part. It 
was under her kinsman, Col. Waller Chenault, that the young manhood 
of Madison County joined the army of the Confederacy, and it was typical 
of her broad interest, that, a few years ago when she found that no por- 
trait of Col. Chenault had been placed in the Confederate Museum at 
Richmond, Va., she paused in her busy life to see that this was done, 
bearing the expense herself. 

She was an honored member of the Boonesborough Chapter of 
Daughters of the American Revolution. In all that she planned and 
executed she had the vision of a statesman, and it was possibly through 
qualities inherited from ancestors skilled in affairs of state, and from 
other ancestors of heroic minds, who were willing even to leave their 
native land of France in centuries gone by, that they might worship God 
as conscience dictated, that she found, as the years went by, her interest 
in the affairs of the great world broadening and deepening, and became 
possessed of a constant desire to have a larger part in the work of 
making the world better through the service and fear of God. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of which she early became 
a member, had been the spiritual home of her family for several genera- 
tions. It was through this great body of consecrated men and women 
that she elected to do her part. Her supreme effort was for her own 
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church, and yet so wise was her service that all Protestant churches be- 
came her beneficiaries. She had a great talent for organization. She 
also soon became a splendid platform speaker. For years, she was the 
foremost representative of the great body of the Southern Methodist 
Communion at all national and international conferences where her 
words carried force and her wisdom great light. She was its represen- 
tative at the great International Missionary Convention at Edinburgh. 
Scotland, in 1910; at the great Conference in Panama in behalf of 
Latin America in 1916; and at the international Missionary Council 
which had its first meeting in the fall of 1921, at Lake Mohawk, N. Y. 
She was the only woman member of the joint commission that planned 
the celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of Missions of the two 
great Methodisms, North and South. 

In 1920, Miss Bennett and Mrs. Luke G. Johnson, of Atlanta, Ga., 
were sent to Europe for the purpose of locating new T fields of missions 
for the Methodist Church, made possible by its centenary gifts. Through 
her broad travels and her work she came in contact with many of the 
greatest minds of her day and many of the most notable men and women 
of her time. Hers was also a gifted and forceful pen, and both by her 
pen and through the spoken w r ord, she was ever on the alert to carry far 
the betterment of her generation. Perhaps the greatest missionary work 
of her career was the establishment of the Scarritt Bible and Training 
School of Kansas City, Mo., where hundreds of missionaries and volun- 
teer workers have been trained for the fields, both at home and abroad. 
The raising of funds to establish this great school was Miss Bennett’s 
first great public service.' Her latest missionary achievement was the 
bringing together of a number of Woman’s Missionary Boards of America 
for the establishment of a great health center and school for the train- 
ing of nurses in Shanghai,. China. This is to be a medical school for the 
women of China, and be the consummation of a vision that was for years 
in her heart. In the city of Rio -de Janeiro, South America, the largest 
institution of learning of her church is named “Bennett College’’ in her 
honor. 

In the giving of her ability, time and strength, she gave also of her 
means to every cause in which she was interested. She attributed the 
success of every undertaking to the guidance and blessing of Him whom 
she served. In the world war she did her part. Her capacity for work 
w T as almost unparalleled. She not only led for years the missionary 
work of her Church, but found time to give to the social side of life, to 
her individual church, to her community, her family and her friends, 
and to many advance movements. 

She was an early advocate of the higher education of women. 
Through her influence many of her friends and her family became stu- 
dents at Smith College, Wellesley, Ann Arbor, Michigan, and Vassar. 
She was also among the earliest to unite with other members of her 
family m advocating suffrage for women. The Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union was another cause to which she gave earnest work 
and prayers. She enjoyed all that was beautiful in art, good in books 
and noble in purpose. The great progress of science and invention was 
an unceasing source of interest. 
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“As one lamp lights another nor grows less, 

So nobleness enkindleth nobleness.” 

These words inscribed in one of the alcoves of the Congressional 
Library in Washington, seem appropriate to apply to this life. The 
lamp which burned in her heart, and led to the founding of schools; the 
training of missionaries for every land and clime; to constant journey- 
ings in her own land and in Europe, Asia and Africa, South America and 
the Islands of the Sea; to the founding of hospitals; to the promotion of 
education; to the protection of women and children and progress along 
all lines for her own race — and for every race — has lighted lamps in a 
multitude of other hearts, which will not be extinguished until our 
Savior comes. May every ideal which she cherished, and every work to 
which her life was consecrated, be brought to fruition. 

She leaves to her family, and her community, and her church, the 
priceless memory of a great and wonderful life. She was ours in royal 
service. “Blessed are they that love His appearing.” Then truly blessed 
must she be, whose many years were given to this end, that the day 
might be brought nearer when her Savior should return to claim His 
own. 

“Oh! warrior blest, 

Our fairest, choicest flowers 
Shall fall in fragrant showers, 

Where you rest.”
